1 )RIEFLY.but  most  earnestly, The  Burr 
^ desires  to  express  its  warmest  sympathy 
with  Mr.  Meaker  and  Mr.  Lambert  in  their  .sad 
afflictions. 

TAWING  to  the  unfortunate  fact  that  our 
Lacrosse  Club  does  not  belong  to  the 
Inter-Collegiate  Association,  it  has  found  great 
difficulty  in  arranging  matches  for  the  season 
now  opened.  The  game  is  played  at  only  a 
very  few  colleges,  nearly  all  of  which  belong 
to  the  As.sociation,  and  their  dates  were  all 
filled  very  early  in  the  season  by  matches 
among  themselves.  The  .spirit  with  which  the 
game  has  been  taken  up  here,  and  the  number 
of  good  players  who  are  now  in  College,  are 
most  encouraging  signs  of  success  in  the  future. 
What  the  club  should  do  is  to  gain  admission 
to  the  college  league  before  next  year,  and 


then  play  with  the  determination  of  winning. 
The  game  has  already  become  very  popular, 
and  should  elicit  the  hearty  support  of  the  en- 
tire College. 

I ^~^QR  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Ten- 
nis  As.sociation  is  to  have  grounds  of  its 
own.  Courts  are  at  present  in  process  of  con- 
! struction  directly  east  of  the  boiler  house.  If 
i any  organization  deserves  this  encouragement, 
it  is  this  club.  Never  has  it  received  the  hearty 
I endorsement  of  the  students  at  large,  but  its 
I comparatively  few  members  have  always  man- 
j aged  to  make  its  life  one  of  activity.  It  is  one 
! of  three  college  clubs  which  belong,  at  the  same 
time,  to  the  Inter-Collegiate  and  National  Asso- 
ciations, the  Harvard  and  Yale  clubs  being  the 
other  two,  and  although  it  has  not  loaded  Le- 
high with  prizes,  it  has  at  least  made  a credit- 
able showing,  and  has  kept  the  college  before 
the  eyes  of  the  public.  With  the  newly  acquired 
dignity  of  grounds  of  its  own,  we  have  no  doubt 
I thattheTennis  Association  will  rise  in  public  es- 
' teem  to  the  position  which  it  certainly  merits. 


SOME  time  ago  The  Burr  urged  the  es- 
tablishment of  a lunch-room  or  restau- 
! rant  on  or  near  the  college  grounds.  This  was 
[ with  a view  to  the  convenience  of  students  from 
Bethlehem,  who,  on  many  days,  rainy,  hot  and 
cold,  find  the  walk  across  the  New  street  bridge 
and  the  hasty  return  for  work  at  two  o’clock 
^ most  inconvenient.  This  plan  was  not  deemed 
practicable  by  the  authorities,  and  so  nothing 
came  of  it.  The  Burr  now  ventures  to  revive 
the  suggestion,  with  the  earnest  hope  that  it 
will  be  considered,  and  that,  if  possible,  some- 
thing will  be  done.  At  the  time  of  the  first 
suggestion  of  the  plan  the  janitor  of  the  gym- 
nasium expressed  his  v/illingness  to  make  the 
venture,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  he  would 
be  glad  to  undertake  it  now  if  authorized  to  do 
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so.  We  understand  that  the  objection  raised 
before  was  that  Lehigh  was  a free  college,  and 
consequently,  that  nothing  should  be  sold  on 
the  grounds.  It  would  seem  that  if  the  law 
were  enforced  the  treasury  of  Christmas  Hall 
would  suffer. 

^ I E long-vexed  question  of  a college 
cheer  is  at  last  settled,  and  to  the  sound 
of  “Hoo,  Rah,  H’ray ! Hoo,  Rah,  H’ray ! H’ray, 
H’ray,  H’ray ! Le-high !”  we  are  in  the  future  to 
celebrate  Lehigh’s  praises.  The  charge  of 
plagiarism  will  hardly  be  brought  forward  by 
either  Pennsylvania  or  Columbia,  since  they 
will  both  doubtless  appreciate  the  compliment 
implied  in  taking  the  better  part  of  their  res- 
pective cheers.  And  now  that  we  have  a cheer 
which  seems  to  suit  all,  “constitutional  kickers” 
included,  let  us  by  all  means  stick  to  it.  A 
better  cheer  may  turn  up  in  the  future,  but  the 
case  will  never  be  exactly  the  same  as  it  was 
when  the  old  “ L.  U.”  was  the  order  of  the  day. 
The  old  cheer  was  positively  bad.  It  lacked 
in  spirit  and  length.  This  can  never  be  said 
of  the  new  one.  It  was  adopted  after  due  con- 
sideration by  the  College.  The  matter  was  not 
rushed  through.  If  there  had  been  any  valid 
objection  to  the  adoption  of  the  cheer,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  it  would  have  been  raised  And 
so,  we  repeat  it,  let  us  stick  to  it,  even  if  future 
reformers  are  absolutely  positive  that  they  have 
something  very  much  better. 

^ I '*''HE  march  of  progress  has  been  v^ery 
rapid  at  Lehigh  in  the  last  five  years, 
the  period  of  The  Burr’s  existence.  Five 
years  ago  the  establishment  of  a College  paper 
was  looked  upon  as  an  ad\-enturous,  but  very 
commendable,  undertaking.  The  College  was 
about  one-fourth  its  present  size,  and  a monthly 
paper  was  all  that  was  needed  to  recount  the  scat-  ' 
tered  items  of  interest;  in  fact  these  items  were 
so  few  that  to  attempt  anything  but  a monthly 
paper  would  have  been  foolish.  But  now  affairs 
are  very  different.  There  is  enough  news  to 
justify  the  establishment  of  a weekly  paper  of  , 


limited  proportions.  The  Burr,  in  many  cases, 
now,  on  account  of  the  long  interval  between 
its  successive  issues,  is  obliged  to  condense 
greatly  or  omit  items  of  interest  which  a 
weekly  paper  could  make  much  more  of  Such 
a paper  would  not  encroach  at  all  upon  the 
field  of  The  Burr,  which  gives  more  scope  to 
literary  effort  than  would  be  given  by  a weekly 
of  the  nature  we  propose.  There  should  be 
among  three  hundred  men  enough  talent,  now 
latent  \'T&  admit,  to  conduct  two  papers.  If  any 
will  undertake  this  scheme,  we  feel  safe  in  pro- 
phesying for  them  success. 

^ I '''HERE  was  in  the  la.st  graduating  cla.ss, 
and  probably  is  in  the  present  senior 
class,  .some  misunderstanding  concerning  our 
Alumni  Association. 

Some  have  agreed  that  the  present  Asso- 
ciation is  too  exclusive,  and  that  it  has  in 
reality  no  right  to  demand  of  every  graduate 
S5  as  an  entrance  fee;  and  they  have  agreed 
further  that  the  diploma  should  admit  one  to 
all  its  privileges.  We  must  remember  that  at 
present  our  Alumni  are  few  in  number,  less 
than  the  number  of  under-graduates  by  more 
than  a hundred,  and  in  giving  two  prizes  for 
oratory  and  a S250  scholarship,  they  accom- 
plish a great  deal.  In  no  way  could  this  be 
done  without  a strong  organization  among 
them.  As  the  number  of  graduates  increases, 
the  entrance  fee  can  be  lowered,  but  every  one 
who  has  the  interest  of  Lehigh  at  heart,  will 
surely  join  upon  receiving  his  diploma,  and 
everj'^  alumnus  without  exception  should  join. 
But  we  must  acknowledge  that  every  year  men 
graduate  who.  after  being  here  four  years  and 
receiving  their  entire  education,  never  paying 
the  University  one  cent  for  tuition,  are  yet  too 
ungrateful  to  expend  time  or  money  for  the 
advancement  of  their  Alma  Mater. 

The  Trustees  certainly  were  right  in  decid- 
ing at  their  last  meeting  that  the  Alumni 
Trustees  should  be  elected  by  the  Association, 
and  not  by  the  Alumni  at  large.  If  a man 
does  not  take  interest  enough  in  the  affairs  of 
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Lehigh  to  join  the  Association,  he  certainly 
should  not  be  given  an  equal  power,  in  the 
government  of  the  institution,  with  those  who 
take  an  active  interest. 

One  of  the  great  advantages  of  age  to  an 
institution  of  learning  is  its  large  number  of 
Alumni,  and  they  are  much  more  effective 
when  well  organized.  In  being  well  organized 
we  are  ahead  of  many  of  our  older  sister 
colleges.  Now  let  ’Eighty -six  strengthen 
this  organization  as  far  as  lies  in  her  power  by 
going  into  it  as  a body.

WINTER  SPORTS. 

^ I AhE  third  Winter  Meeting  of  the  Lehigh 
University  Athletic  Association  was 
held  on  March  27th  in  the  Gymnasium,  and 
was  one  of  the  most  interesting  meetings  yet 
held.  The  programmes  were  a great  improve- 
ment over  those  of  previous  years,  being  very 
neatly  printed  in  the  College  colors  (brown 
and  white).  The  officers  of  the  meeting  were: 
Charles  F.  Seeley,  referee;  Dr.  W.  L.  Estes, 
time  keeper;  L.  Bravo  y Castro,  ’88,  judge  of 
fencing;  Prof  E.  H.  Williams,  Jr.,  judge  of 
horizontal  and  parallel  bars,  jumping,  vault- 
ing. etc. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of  events: 

Dumb  Bell  Drill. — Twelve  members  of  the 
freshman  class,  led  by  W.  A.  Cornelius,  ’89, 
executed  this  difficult  drill  in  good  time,  and 
presented  a fine  appearance. 

Fencing. — In  the  first  bout,  J.  T.  Morrow, 
’89,  defeated  W.  R.  Sattler,  ’88,  by  a score  of 


5 points  to  3.  In  the  final  bout,  J.  W.  Kittrell, 
’87,  defeated  Mr.  Morrow  by  5 points  to  4. 

Tug-of-War. — The  sophomore  team  con- 
sisted of  Q.  Rickert,  G.  H.  Davis,  H.  H. 
McClintic  and  C.  R.  Phillips,  and  the  fresh- 
man team  of  A.  E.  Throop,  G.  E.  Manning, 
G.  C.  Landis  and  C.  W.  Corbin.  The  teams 
dropped  even,  but  by  a few  very  good  heavies 
the  freshmen  gained  i foot  9 inches,  which 
they  easily  held  for  five  minntes,  thereby  win- 
ning. 

Running  High  yump. — Won  by  J.  Stewart, 
Jr.,  ’89,  who  very  gracefully  cleared  5 feet  2 
inches.  Mr.  Stewart  is  a very  promising 
jumper.  R.  J.  Jones,  ’89,  was  second. 

Parallel  Bars. — Won  by  G.  M.  Richardson, 
’86,  with  L.  A.  Round,  ’89,  second.  This  was 
an  excellent  exhibition. 

Standing  High  yump. — Won  by  R.  J. 
Jones,  ’89,  at  4 feet  4 inches.  C.  M.  Wilkins, 
’88,  was  second. 

Spring-Board  yump. — This  was  a very  in- 
teresting contest  and  was  won  by  O.  O.  Ter- 
rell, ’87,  who  cleared  8 feet  4 inches,  thereby 
breaking  the  Lehigh  record,  which  he  had 
himself  made  two  years  before.  R.  P.  Bar- 
nard, ’89,  was  a good  second. 

Vaulting. — Won  by  L.  A.  Round,  ’89,  at  6 
feet  4 inches. 

Tumbling. — Won  by  F.  S.  Bates,  ’88,  with 
S.  W.  Frescoln,  ’88,  second.  This  was  one 
of  the  best  events  of  the  day. 

Running  High  Kick. — Won  by  H.  H.  Mci 
Clintic,  ’88,  who  easily  vanquished  his  oppo- 
nent, and  then  kicked  on  until  he  reached  the 
height  of  8 feet  7j<(  inches.  This,  practically, 
broke  Lehigh’s  record,  but  it  does  not  so  count, 
as  Mr.  McClintic  did  not  make  the  last  few 
kicks  properly.  He  will  be  given  another  op- 
portunity to  kick  for  a record. 

Horizontal  Bar. — Won  by  L.  A.  Round, 
’89,  with  G.  M.  Richardson,  ’86,  second. 

Swinging  Rings. — Won  by  Geo.  M.  Rich- 
ardson, ’86,  who  performed  some  remarkable 
feats  upon  the  rings.  C.  H.  Veeder,  ’86,  and 
L.  A.  Round,  ’89,  tied  for  second  place. 
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The  general  excellence  prize,  which  was 
presented  by  the  jeweler,  C.  H.  W’enhold,  was 
awarded  to  Geo.

adelphia. There  were  entries  from  the  various  ' 
regiments  of  the  National  Guard,  from  the 
leading  New  York  and  Philadelphia  athletic  , 
clubs  and  from  the  University  of  Pennsylva-  I 
nia,  Swarthmore  and  Lehigh  University. 

The  open  events  were  the  running  high  I 
jump,  which  was  won  by  W.  B.  Page,  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  440  yards  1 
dash  and  half-mile  run. 

In  the  440  yards  dash,  J.  C.  Buckner,  ’87,  ,

was  given  two  yards  start  and  Dr.  J.  K.  Schell, 
of  the  Schuylkill  Navy,  four  yards.  There 
were  ten  entries.  Buckner  followed  Schell 
closely  until  the  last  lap,  when  he  lost  his 
wind  and  allowed  Schell  to  win  in  59  1-5 
seconds. 

In  the  half-mile  run,  E.  P.  Van  Kirk,  ’87, 
found  Randolph  Faries,  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  his  mo.st  formidable  opponent. 
Van  Kirk’s  advantage  of  ten  yards  start  was  a 
very  slight  one,  and,  as  he  proved  in  the  race, 
he  did  not  need  it.  Van  Kirk  led  and  Faries 
followed  and  attempted  to  pass  him  on  the 
last  lap.  A very  fine  finish  ensued.  Van  Kirk 
easily  winning  in  2 minutes  9 4-5  seconds, 
which  is  e.xcellent  time,  especially  when  we 
consider  the  number  of  laps  and  the  sharp 
turns  in  the  track.  There  were  7 laps  to  the 
half  mile.  This  was  Van  Kirk’s  first  run,  away 
from  Lehigh.

Our  athletics  certainly  appear  to  be  in  a very 
promising  condition.  There  is  promise  in  them 
that  in  the  future  they  may  really  amount  to 
something  when  compared  to  athletics  at  other 
colleges.  But  a great  many  honest  sceptics, 
the  Gossip  among  the  number,  are  inclined  to 
the  theory  that  nothing  will  be  done  until  pro- 
fessional assistance  and  training  is  brought  in. 
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and  our  athletes  make  up  their  minds  to  go 
into  a contest,  of  whatever  kind,  not  simply 
with  a view  to  individual  glory  and  medals, 
but  to  the  success  of  Lehigh  as  a college. 
The  professional  training  can  only  be  gotten 
by  means  of  money,  which,  of  course,  goes 
without  saying.  It  is  equally  true,  although 
the  truth  of  the  matter  does  not  seem  to  reach 
the  pockets  of  many  of  us,  that  success  in  ath- 
letics can  only  be  gained  by  money,  and  a good 
deal  of  it  at  that.  But  to  return  to  the  profes- 
sionals, it  was  very  evident  all  through  the 
foot-ball  season  that  the  almost  invariable  suc- 
cess of  our  opponents  was  in  a large  measure 
due  to  their  professional  training,  and  a not 
very  daring  man  would  have  the  courage  to 
predict  that  the  same  will  be  observed  in  the 
base-ball  season  now  opened.  Every  one  of 
our  sister  colleges,  whom  it  is  at  all  worth 
while  to  defeat,  played  games  with  profes- 
sional nines  before  attempting  a college  nine. 
Of  course  the  professionals  invariably  beat 
them,  but  no  more  than  they,  after  this  whole- 
some discipline,  are  in  the  habit  of  beating  us. 
It  does  cost  money  to  get  a game  with  a pro- 
fessional team,  undoubtedly,  but  everything 
comes  down  to  the  same  point.  In  short,  un- 
less we  are  willing  to  contribute  freely  of  our 
money  to  our  various  athletic  interests,  we  may 
as  well  make  up  our  minds  to  expect  little  or 
no  success. 

There  is  not  so  much  to  be  said  about  the 
mens’  spirit  in  entering  contests  now  as  there 
has  been  in  previous  years.  The  love  of  indi- 
vidual glory  and  medals  will  always  be  a mo.st 
powerful  incentive  to  hard  and  effective  train- 
ing, and  while  there  has  been  an  improvement 
in  the  general  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  glory 
of  the  College,  there  is  still  room  for  more. 
Everything  cannot  come  at  once,  however,  and 
let  us  congratulate  each  other  upon  the  change, 
slow  as  it  may  be.

Two  points  can 
be  made  in  favor  of  brown  and  white:  they  form 
an  excellent  combination — perhaps  not  the 
most  striking  nor  the  most  delicate,  but  still 
good — and  they  are  about  as  time-honored  as 
anything  pertaining  to  Lehigh  can  be.  If  a 
thing  possesses  excellence  and  age  why  change 
it  ? What  C. 


Kditors  Lehigh  Burr  : — In  most  colleges 
it  is  and  usually  has  been  customary  to 
have  assaying  in  the  sophmore  year,  and  such  was 
the  custom  at  Lehigh  until  the  Laboratories 
were  removed  from  Packer  to  their  pre- 
sent quarters,  when  it  became  necessary,  for  the 
time  being,  to  transpose  it  to  the  senior  year. 


But  now  that  this  necessity  no  longer  exists,  it 
seems  to  the  writer  that  it  should  be  remanded 
to  its  old  place,  and  follow  the  course  in  quali- 
tative analysis.  At  present  it  seems  strangely 
out  of  place,  following,  as  it  does,  a term’s  work 
in  the  organic  Laboratory,  and  coming  just  be- 
fore the  student  prepares  his  thesis,  in  which  he 
is  supposed  to  apply  the  organic  chemistry  he 
learned  the  previous  term.  In  the  mean  time  by 
building  fires  and  shov^eling  coal,  his  hand  has 
lost  some  of  its  cunning  and  he  has  to  learn  by 
costly  experience  not  to  set  a beaker  down  as 
though  it  were  a Hessian  crucible,  or  drop  a 
delicate  piece  of  apparatus  as  though  it  were  a 
pair  of  tongs.  Q.  E.  D. 

Kditors  Lehigh  Burr: — It  is  evident  to 
anyone  who  has  been  at  Lehigh  any 
length  of  time  that  the  question  of  the  cane- 
rush  is  dying,  if  not  already'  dead.  Lehigh  is 
lacking  in  college  customs;  the  cane-rush  was 
a college  custom,  and  it  would  be  a very  poor 
plan  to  let  it  go  without  substituting  something 
in  its  place. 

In  a short  time  ’Ninety  will  enter  the  Univer- 
sity, and  then  will  come  up  the  same  old  dis- 
putes about  carrying  canes,  and  whose  place  it 
is  to  make  the  challenge  for  the  rush,  and  it 
will  probably  end  in  a street  row.  Last  year 
the  matter  was  brought  up,  and  it  was  proposed 
to  have  three  contests:  a foot-ball  game,  a base- 
ball game  and  a tug-of-war,  the  last  to  be  at 
the  Sports  on  Founder’s  Day.  Two  games 
out  of  the  three  were  to  decide  the  cane  ques- 
tion. This  was  left  to  the  two  upper  classes, 
but  nothing  was  done. 

Now  this  is  a college  matter  and  should  be 
settled  by  a college  meeting.  The  advantages 
derived  from  such  a custom  would  be  surpris- 
ing ; not  only  would  the  cane  question  be  settled 
in  a proper  way,  but  athletics  would  be  given 
a send-off  When  a new'  class  comes  in,  they 
would  at  once  begin  to  form  a base-ball  nine, 
a foot  ball  eleven  and  a tug-of-war  team.  In 
this  way  the  good  material  would  be  brought 
out.  It  is  true,  the  sophomores  would  have 
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some  advantage,  but  it  would  not  be  nearly  as 
great  as  it  was  in  a cane-rush.  Now  let  ’Eighty- 
nine  see  that  this  matter  is  carried  through  this 
term,  before  it  is  too  late.  T.

singing  on  the  campus.  A number  of  juniors  were  dis- 
ciplined recently  for  this  offense.
